He was atudying with 
an <dd uhyslcian who wnaoalled upon 
one day lo perlorm a anrgloal oper- 
ation upon the lag Ola patient who 
had lMa« Injnnd by a runawav liorae. 
Vest w.aa called In to hold lha how I 
lo catch Ihe flow of blood. When

Ho 
waa going on horaebaoii to George- 
town, Mo., where he Intended 10 lo- 
o«tla,and while riding along early in 
lha morning over'-ook a crowd uf 
men having a negro In charge, whom 
they iiiteiKled to lynch (or bono* 
iteAllng. The futlirt Senator lb' 
qntrad Into lha ea*a, and Andlng link 
ft wa* ottO Riarely Of strong Oaapla* 
ion, **ked perml«»lon lo make » 
speech lor lha accused: Tho mob 
agreed, and coming •»* halt.

The Women'* bilk 
Culture Association aeiected iilk from 
tweuty-six faiuiliw* living in fourteen 
states; had it spiin on a "Vatikeo" 
reel, made, info a web of twenty- 
eight Hiouisnd threads ol silk, and 
woven as a broi-ade on a Jaequard 
loom requiring ihrpo thousand six 
hundred needles to form the original 
and striking design. This Is the 
Ural brocade ev«r woven in America 
of American silk : and probably tho 
heavteittn texture of any brocade 
ever woven. It i* known as the 
Garfleld dre**, as It i* the iiitentlon 
of the association lo present thia 
magnlfluiant fabrlo to Ura. Jame* A,
